man of the Illinoisohs for Pure 
Air and Water Committee! ; 
I Venema, of Northfield, along 
Wh William L. Rutherford of 
Peoria heads the statewide com- 
mittee whose purpose is to inform 
voters on the Natural Resources 
Development Bond Act to be on 
the the ballot in November. The 
Bond Act provides for a 12-year 
multi-faceted effort for* the de- 
velopment, and management of 
the water ,lohd and air resources 
of the 'state. * ,*., 

"Water is a vital aspect in the 
life of each -Illinois resident, as 
well as, in the overall, economic, 
industrial and agricultural growth 
_of the state," Venema explains, 
"Yet,' due to the lack of funding 
in the past; there has been a big 
gap between the projects planned 
and the action taken to protect 
and expand our resources." 

"With' tremendous growth ex- 
pected in population and industry,. 
and an increased need for walor- 
. related recreational facilities, Illi- 
nois faces a drastic shortage of 
water in the near future," Ven- 
ema continued. "And, one qf. the. 
major areas in which the demand 
for more water will be noted is 
that for our. electric , ? powcr 
plants. ^ 

The electric powc? industry In 
—I II inois_isicompos_etI_pJfjB2_ generat- 
ing and distributing systems— II 
investor -owned companies. 43 
public systems, and 28 coopera- 
tives. Nine of the investor-owned 
companies -operate generating 



generating and transmission un 
Its, and 16 distribution compan- 
ies. The 28 electric cooperatives 
operate distribution systems, with 
one also operating a generating 
and transmission plant. 

The total energy generated by 
the power .industry company; in 
Illinois in I960 -was reported to 
be 34.6^4 million kilowatts per 
hour. This represented a growth 
of; 26.5 per: cent between 1950 
and 1860. _ 

. The Federal Power Commission 
estimates that by i960, rcquire- 
quirements for electrical power 
will increase by 240 percent above 
the i960 figure. 

These projections indicate that 
the greatest increase will occur 
in residential and industrial use 
of power. , Farm usage of power 
will increase at a lesser rate. of 
growth. On the basis of these 
figures, however, it is estimated 
that Illinois power companies will 
be producing 117.946 million kilo- 
watts per hour, which will require 
about 31 billion gallons of water 
per day to meet the demand in 
1900. Within 50 years, the electri- 
cal energy requirements , will he 
nearly 18 times the present . fig: 
urc. - ;, 

' Generally, fuel for the thermal 
generating plants can be trans- 
ported to the plants and electri- 
cal energy can be carried away 
from the load centers fairly eco- 
nomically and easily, . Venema 
pointed. out. But, water for eool- 
jng^purpos oB cann ot economically 
be moved any great~dislancc~tn 
the thermal electric plant, thus 
these generating plants arc built 
where the water is easily avail- 
able. . 



The principal demand imposed 
upon the water supply by the 
thermal electric plants, which 
have 99.6 per cent of all Illinois 
electric generating capacity, Is 
for condenser cooling water. 
Boiler makeup water is required 
for all steam-electric plants, and 
some installations also use water 
for sluicing ashes, but this use 
has relatively minor effects on 
the water supply. 

The two important aspects of 
condenser cooling arc the amount 
of water required to flow through 
a condenser to produce an ac- 
ceptable high vacuum, and the 
amount of cooling water which 
evaporates as a result of the in- 
crease of its temepratufc. ' Hcnt 
requirements of steam-electric 
plants depend upon heal loss 
from boiler furnaces, heat loss 
from ;elcctric generators, the 
heal .equivalent of electric gen- 
erator output, and the heat ener- 
gy remaining inj the. steam Icav r 
ing the turbiincs. Thus, the effi- 
ciency of generating plants af- 
fects ihe requirement for cooling 
water." • ... 

The eight plants which serve 
the northeastern industrial area 
pump water from Hie Illinois 
Waterway System. .Presently, 
they circulate nearly 3. 4 billion 
gallons daily. Lake Michigan is 
the source of 0.7 billion gallons 
daily of water used at only one 
plant located in the northeastern 
part of the stale. Each of the 
generating plants along the 
Mjssissippi and Illinois Rivers ac- 
counts for more than 1.5 bgd. One 
plant on the Ohio River circu- 
lates- nearly- 0,6 -bgd. JThc_rcma|ni 
ing plants are located either ncar. 
the Rock, Wabash, or Fox Rivers 
or 'have lake, water supplies.

The most perplexing 7 item re- 
maining on the legislative agenda 
is probably H. R. 17126, a bill to 
extend the "Food and Agriculture 
Act of 1965." For want of a 
creative new appeal, the Congress 
appears bent on delaying a forth- 
right attack on the 'deep-rooted 
problems, of American* agricul- 
ture.. Consequently, the immedi- 
ate question appears to be wheth- 
er the Congress --will ■ meet the 
problenvhcad-in next year or de- 
fer action until the year, after— 
or the year after that. ' 

The existing agricultural "sup- 
port and subsidy" program was 
enacted as a depression antidote 
in 1933. The same general formu- 
lya is being followed 35; years 
later as a cost to. the American 
taxpayer of more than §3.5 bil- 
lion per year. 

Despite this exorbitant over- 
head. American farmers them- 
selves, continue to suffer economic 
detriment under a huge bureau- 
cracy directed from Washington. 
The hardest hit have been the 
small family farmers, more than 
2 million of whom netted an aver- 
age of only $1,500 each in 1967 
under the existing law. Indeed, 
the large eommcneial farm oper- 
otofs~vvho~have- no-need-for-stuV 
sidy payments ore the chief bene- 
ficiaries of the present program.

On a seasonally adjusted an- 
nual basis appraisal requests for 
both proposed and existing dwell- 
ings were higher in July than in 
June. Requests on proposed 
dwellings totaled 135,000 in July, 
up 12.5 per cent from the 120,000 
in June, while appraisal requests 
on existing dwellings climbed to 
208,000 in July, 4.5 per cent high- 
er than June's figure of 199,000. 

Housing starts on a seasonally 
adjusted annual basis totaled 
52,000 in July, 3.7 per cent less 
than the' 54,000 in June. 

July 1908 appraisal requests on

Employers have adjusted their

well as self-employed persons 
should make the necessary ad- 
justment with their third quar- .

To figure the estimated tax in- 
cluding the surcharge, the TRS 
has enclosed a special Worksheet' 
with the third quarter estimated 
tax notice. Although the Work- 
sheet offers ' complete instruc- 
tions, most taxpayers need only 
use a portion of it to compute the 
tax. The taxpayers should use 
the reverse side of the third in- 
stallment notice, Form 3443, to 
make the changes..-/; 

Notices were not sent to over 
35,000 individuals who made full' 
payment on April 15, 1968 when - 
they filed their declarations. They 
should,/ however, consider revis- 
ing their estimates using Form 
1040ES (Amended) which may bo 
obtained together with the Work- 
sheet from any IRS office. 

Coyle had this advice for tax-
